Laſt ofall,and which is wortſt of all, 
and withall ſpeed ( if it ſhall ſo pleaſe his Ma- 
jeſtie ) to bee redrefſed, the breede of onr beſt 
horſes in England, are reſerved, or rather 
bought ap in Faires and Markets, onely for the 
uſe of the Coach, hence it comes to paſle that at 
any generall Muſter taken of Horſe, you thall 
ſee ſo many arrant Iades ſhowne, Scarce one in 
renhe ſerviceable , ſome ſend thither their or- 
dinavie ſaddle Geldings, and Nagges, ſome 
their-Cart-horſes,, where you- ſhall ſec their

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necks and ſides miſerably gall'd with collars & 
traces, and their riders Serving-men or plough- 
men, juſt anſwerable to their horſes.
